“Thank you, America, for what you'te 
doing to your railroads !" 


We're not alarmists, but the current plight of 
America’s railroads must give quite a chuckle to 
the men in the Kremlin. 

Our railroads, after all, are our first line of 
transportation defense. In World War I they 
carried 90% of all military supplies, and 95% 
of all military personnel. 

And right now the railroads are having a 
rough time handling present demands—to say 
nothing of what they’d be up against in a 
national emergency 

At this very moment the nation is suffering from 
a shortage of over 100,000 freight car: 

You may not realize it, but the situation is so 
Serious that our farmers and other producers 
can’t get their products to market. Boats have 
been tied up in harbors for days on end, waiting 
for freight cars to unload their carg: 

What would happen if the Suez crisis suddenly 
burst into flame? What would happen if the 
Reds suddenly struck somewhere else? 


It’s not a pleasant thought. The bald truth is 
that our railroads are being starved to death 
through political regulation. They lost over a 
half billion dollars last year on their passenger 
business alone.

The Central’s answer: 17,000 new freight cars 
In spite of all these handicaps, the Central has 
ordered more than 17,000 new freight cars, at a 
cost of over $178,000,000. ‘That's right—over 
seventeen thousand freight cars—enough to 
make a train that would stretch almost from 
New York to Washington. 

You can bet they'll be a big help. But this is 
only the beginning of what we want to do and 


would do if we were allowed to stem our losses 
and run our business the American way instead 
of the Russian way. (The Russian way is 
without profit.) 

Not until the railroads are allowed to make a 
fair return—just like America’s retail stores, 
coal operators, manufacturers and public 
utilities—can we be expected to replace our 
worn-out equipment. (More than one-third of 
U. S. freight cars are over 25 years old . . . and 
more than two-thirds of U. S. passenger cars are 
more than 25 years old!) 

Not until the railroads are allowed to make a 
fair return can we give the nation the truly 
modern railroad service that present-day tech- 
nology makes possible. 

And, far more importantly, not until then can 
our railroads be ready to meet any crisis that 
the Kremlin could precipitate.

THE LONGEST LEFT TURN IN HISTORY 


The new 1957 Ford hurtles over the Salt Flats 
at fantastic 108.16 mph for 50,000 hot miles 


This is the true story of a classic endurance 
lest. It involves 27 men, two stock 1957 Ford 
cars, and 458 Nationaland International records 
Jor automobile performance. But what hap- 
pened in twenty blazing September days in 
Utah also involves every American who owns, 
or drives, or rides in cars. 


'HE LONGEST left turn in history began on 

a desert of salt at 1:50 p.m. on Sunday, 
September 9, 1956. 

As the United States Automobile Club 
(USAC) timer flagged the start of the run, 
two Fords flashed past the two batteries of 
photo-electric cells and dwindled swiftly into 
black specks on the blinding white salt. 


Once the cars had disappeared on the first 


lap, those who were left lit cigarettes and 
relaxed. One said: “How can I do my work 
if I keep my fingers crossed for the next 
couple of weeks?” They all looked at the 
landscape; for a while there would be nothing 
else to do. 

Except to watch the Fords go by. And by. 
And by again. Five thousand times. 

The landscape that the cars whispered 
over is a special kind of hell. Bonneville Salt 
Flats is one of the deadliest deserts on earth. 
Nothing can live on it, nothing can grow on 
it: not an insect, not a weed. It is as desolate 
as the plains of the moon. 

When waterfowl fly each year across the 
flats, some of them alight unsuspectingly in 
the brackish puddles, to rest. There they die,

The “Flats,” stretch over 3,000 square miles of 
western Utah, The famous race-track section is 
200 square miles of crystalline salt; hard as con- 
crete, without dust, pure white, smooth. 

The sky is blue, the salt is white, the nearby 
mountains are a dead dun brown, the far moun- 
tains purple, the farthest mountains blue. Th 
are the colors of Bonneville, just as they have 
been for some 70,000 years. At dawn the salt is 
pink, at sunset the salt is gold. 

The mountains around the ancient lake bed 
are as brutal, as savagely forbidding as the vast 
white sheet of salt—and almost as dead; the, 
grow only sagebrush and tumbleweeds, and are 
populated only by rattlesnakes and little dart- 
ing horned toads. 

All summer long the dry thin mountain air 
heats to 100 degrees in the day; when the sun 
plunges behind the mountains the temperature 
drops swiftly to 50 degrees or less. 

Through the blazing heat of day, through the 
biting cold of night, through nature’s tempera- 
ture torture, the Fords piled up the miles. 

The Flats have had almost no history through 
the slow centuries: the dead salt turned back 
all travelers. In 1846 the ill-fated Donner party 
dragged their caravans of dying oxen slowly 
across the bitter 90 miles: the tracks of those

covered wagons are still clearly rutted in the 
salt, undisturbed for a century. The Flats de- 
fied the railroads until 1900, and the highway 
builders until 1920. But already by 1914 the 
Flats had been discovered as the ideal place to 
test a car’s performance and endurance. The 
nearby town of Wendover began to make auto- 
mobile news all over the world. 


‘TO this harsh science-fiction landscape, 
shortly after Labor Day this year, came a 
crew of human beings of different talents. 


Twelve of them were veteran drivers, race 
and performance-test champions. 

Fifteen were pit men, mecha: with an odd 
assortment of skills. They are the best men in 
the world at doing things for which there is 
practically no call, such as filling the gas tank 
of a car in less than 17 seconds. 


The rest were observers, cameramen—and 
most importantly, USAC and Federation Inter- 
mationale de Automobile officials. 

The test had been carefully and deliberately 
designed to measure the sheer endurance, the 
absolute stamina of a completely new kind of 
automobile—the 1957 Ford. The Ford manage- 
ment had coldly decided to make the test in 
the most difficult possible way. 

Official rules, standards and procedures, were 
to be honored to the exact letter. 

There was to be no leeway from start to finish, 
no margins, no allowances. Every second, inclu 
ing all pit stops, was to be counted. 


'HE USAC AND FIA men who were supervis- 

ing the entire test, had to be at the track 24 
hours a day, as long as the run continued. Four 
officials had to be in the Timing Shack. In three 
little sun-baked huts around the rim of the 
10-mile track were three “‘spotters” endlessly 
reporting as the cars zipped past their stations. 


The clock was the enemy of the cars whirling 
over the salt. It’s not even a clock, but an elec- 
trical machine without moving parts—accurale 
to within 1/1000 of a second. 

Outside the Time Shack stood two facing 
batteries of photo-electric cells, one on each side 
of the track. Each time a car passed between 
these cells, the timing device in the shack auto- 


matically imprinted on paper the exact thou- 
sandth of a second. 


Once the timer clicked into action, as it did 
on September 9, nothing could be done until the 
men and the steel gave up, fatigued beyond 
endurance. It ticked away all the seconds in the 
pit, all the seconds of high noon and full moon, 
the heat and the chill, the time to eat and sleep. 


And at every pit stop an eagle-eyed official 
had to record the temperature in the sun, in the 
shade, and on the salt every hour, as well as the 
wind velocity, for a complete record of weather 
conditions. 


'HE monotony began. The pit crews had a 

dull time. They are so fantastically expert 
that they can complete a full pit stop in as little 
as 17 seconds. This leaves them with 59 minutes 
and 43 seconds to kill until the next pit stop. 


The cars whirled on over the ten miles of salt 
all that Sunday afternoon, on the long gradual 
left turn that seemed endless. 

In the afternoons, in the steady mirages of the 
Salt Flats, the mountains often seem to hang 
suspended, six feet off the ground. And so did 
the cars—floating softly, silently, swiftly, high 
above the brilliant white desert of salt. 


Especially swiftly. 


‘OR the most severe rule of all was the true 

basis of the test: the cars had to go at high 
speeds in order to break the records they were 
after. The way to torture a car most hideously 
is to keep it at high speed until it melts or snaps 
or erodes or falls apart. 


These speeds were truly high. The first 24 
hours were run at over 120 miles per hour, then 
the cars were throttled down to a running speed 
of over 110 m.p.h. 


The blue-and-white Ford flicked by. Then the 
black-and-yellow. Again and again. The records 
began to fall, slowly at first. Each hour meant 
110 miles of driving, or 11 times around the ten- 
mile track. Every two or three hours a substitute 
driver swung into each car. 


The sun dropped out of sight, the moon 
floated up. The little smudge pots were lighted 
along the inner circle of the track, the tiny 
yellow flames flickering as the cars swooshed by 
into the velvet desert dark. 


The pit men drank coffee and smoked and 
read, sunbathing by day, working in sweaters at 


NIGHT PI 
the daytime halts. The veteran service crews gassed, oiled 
and watered the cars in as little as 17 seconds of hot work. 


STOPS had to be serviced just as swiftly as 


night. They couldn’t play cards—the important 
hands always come up just before a pit stop. 


The time went on. Sunday became Monday. 
Tuesday and Wednesday went by. Still the 
cars were floating silently over the salt at 110 
miles per hour. Then it was Thursday and 
Friday and pretty soon Sunday again—the cars 
had run a week at this torturing, furious speed. 

And along went another Monday, another 
Tuesday—and the records were still falling. 

Time and monotony and fatigue play tricks 
on human beings. Once a driver went right 
through the pit at 110 miles an hour. Once one 
of the pit men idly splashed a paper cup full of 
ield of the car as it passed. 
But water is a solid lump when struck at 110 
miles an hour—the water went right through the 
windshield. The glass was taped up. The car 
rolled on. 


A pit stop works like this: while the car is still 
slowing down, with the engine turned off, one 
mechanic hits the front fender with a piece of 
metal to ground all electricity. Another, already 
running behind with gas hose in hand, begins 
sirting gasoline through the air into the hole 
of the tank while the car is still moving. By this 
time the hood is up, a mechanic is checking the 
oil, another is checking the plugs and the car- 
buretor, and the car has run over lifts to allow 
other men to get below and check the suspen- 
sions, the driveshaft, the springs and the gears. 
It seems a moment only—and then the car has 
leaped away again. 


Gradually the pit stops grew more tense. How 
long could the Fords go on with no change 
except oil and gas and water? How long could 
steel—and men—endure? 


‘The second Wednesday passed, and Thursday. 
The sun came up, blazed, sank; the moon came 
up, the desert was chill, they drank coffee and 
drove and drove and drove, and still the Fords 
were ramming around that gigantic left turn at 
110 miles per hour. 


‘THE GLITTERING NEW FORDS soon became salt-crusted as 
they whisked silently over the most perfect racing surface in 


The drivers carried lots of food. The monotony 
of this kind of driving grinds the nerves. They 
ate grapes—one grape at a e, a couple of 
grapes each lap, trying to make it only one 
grape per lap. They would write notes as they 
rode, little jokes to throw out at the pit stops. 


The second week dragged slowly, mile by 
mile, hour by hour. Now everyone was tense. 
The records had fallen in clusters. 


HAT was all this proving? What good is all 
this speed? 

The real answer came from Crew Chief Danny 
E. Eames during the grind: “No one should 
go this fast except racing drivers—and then 
only on race tracks. 

“This kind of test is designed to improve the 
breed of cars, to test their durability. We're 
not after mere speed. 


“The big thing is to torture the engine, the 
chassis, the body, and all the thousands of parts 
at high speed for tremendous distances. Here 
we've got an all-new car, a new kind of Ford, 
and we wanted to prove to ourselves, as well as 
to the American people, just what we had. 

“And there it is, running like a streak, run- 
ning perfectly after 30,000 miles at over 110 
miles per hour. Still sweet. Still smooth. 

“This is better than fine-car performance. 
This is a damned fine automobile.” 


ND still the two Fords whirled on over the salt, 

salt that was no longer smooth, but deeply 
pitted with bone-crushing potholes. Hitting them 
again and again—and again—at this furious, 
grinding speed was a fiendish test of running 
gear, of body, of chassis—and of men. 

Finally, on September 28, at 8:10 p.m., Ford 
Car No. 1 reached the impossible goal: 50,000 
miles at an average of 108.16 miles per hour, 
including all pit stops. 

Car No. 2 finished a few hours later, averaging 
over 107 miles per hour—both cars still running 


the world, But the 50,000-mile endurance test, run under the 
most rigid rules ever, permitted no time for polish or prettying-up.

sweetly, both ready to continue for thousands 
of miles more.

ORDEAL ON FLIGHT 943: 
THE LAST FIVE HOURS

It was about 3:15 in the morning of Oct. 17 
and the Stratocruiser Sovereign of the Skies,

beginning of an ordeal which was to hold the 
passengers and crew of the Sovereign of the 
Skies in its grip for five long hours. 


The sudden dip aroused the other two doz- 
ing stewardesses, Patricia Reynolds, the purser, 
and Katherine Araki. It also awakened Mrs. 
Richard Gordon, who peered out of the berth 
she occupied with one of her daught 

Pat Reynolds came back with the answer: 
number one engine was in trouble and the cap- 
tain was trying to “feather” its windmilling 
propeller into a stationary position where it 
would offer the least wind resistance. Other pas- 
sengers sleeping in berths or blanket-shrouded 
in reclining seats began to awaken. Then the 
voice of Captain Richard W. Ogg. on the public 
address system, brought the whole plane to 
alarmed cc ness. 
"Sorry to wake you up,” he

THE BOMB IN POLITICS 


CANDIDATE ADLAl STEVENSON HAS GRABBED THE VERY SMALL END OF A VERY BIG ISSUE 


Estes Kefauver told a Democratic friend several weeks ago 
that he and Adlai Stevenson were getting “sort of desperate” 
for a good issue that would win “the women’s vote and the 
peace vote” the way Ike did in I 
Korea talk. Last week Adlai took out of bi 


tion box what he hoped would be the vot 


—a demand that the U.S., Russia and Britain join in banning 
further tests of big H-bombs. Seldom has there been a smaller 
political explosion. 

Stevenson stirred up a few cheers among scientists but the 
average voter gave such a yawn that even Democratic pros 
conceded the issue, as polities, was a bust. The public atti- 
tude was that ordinary citizens can’t judge a complicated thing 
like that. "When people out here get behind the barn to talk,” 
said former Democratic Congressman William R. Thom of 
Canton, Ohio, “they don’t talk about things like this.” In 
Kansas City. a couple of folk sted that Adlai could have 
etter had he blamed the bomb tests for the Midwe: 
drought. A south Boston Democratic wheelhorse summed

Nevertheless, the

ing hazards of the atomic age. which, even if the world 
manages to avoid nuclear war, are still very |: and very 
frightening. And Stevenson was on the track of this vital 
issue. It is time the public knew more about these hazards, 
showed more interest in them and grew m concerned 
about them. Stevenson deserves criticism not for raising the 
issue but for raising it from the wrong end, in an incorrec 
ill-informed, irresponsible way. He mistakes a minor aspec 
of the whole big problem for the core of it. So fa Lire has 
been able to get at the scientific truths in this incredibly 
complex and probably too secrecy-ridden subj 
son is more than half wrong in all of his major assumptions. 
Here they are, with his errors: 

>» We don’t need to test any more big H-bombs because they 
are already big enough. Wrong. They are big enough but size 
isn’t everything. Some weapons now being sought—like those 
to intercept and blow up nuclear missiles aimed at us— 
will need big explosive force in a small warhead, and will 
eventually have to be tested. So will major offensive weapons 
like the intercontinental missile. 

> A ban on big tests would be foolproof because our detection 
devices could spot any violations by the Soviets. Wrong again. 
The size of the bombs has no fixed relation to their detecta- 
bility. What is detected is the amount of radioactivity they 
generate—largely a product of fission. The H-bomb, a fusion 
bomb which uses a fission A-bomb as a detonator to liberate 
the energy of hydrogen, is a relatively “clean” bomb unless it 
is made “dirty” (more radioactive) by using the tremendo 
heat of fusion to set off another fission process—triggering 
chain reactions in raw uranium which otherwise would not 
fission. By leaving out the third stage, the Soviets actually 
could test fairly big “clean” H-bombs without our being sure 
of detecting them. 

» If Soviet violations required resumption of tests, we would 
lose no more than eight weeks in resuming our own. Badly 
wrong. Each single test is an elaborate, tailor-made oper- 
ation which takes from one to two years to organize and 
complete. During such a time lag, if we stopped our tests, 
the Russians, testing secretly, could achieve a de

technological “breakthrough.” Efforts to maintain research 
‘on weapons which could not be tested would be intolerably 
frustrating to our own scientists, who have to try out their 
ideas to know if they will work or not. 

> The tests poison the air with radioactive contamination which 
can cause bone cancer and “affect the reproductive processes.” 
Exaggerated. According to a special study by the National 
Academy of Sciences, the present rate of bomb tests could 
be continued for 30 years without exposing individuals to 
more than 0.1 of a Roentgen (the measurement used for 
radioactivity), compared to 4.3 Roentgens the ordinary indi- 
vidual gets in 30 years from cosmic rays and the natural 
radioactivity of the earth plus three more Roentgens he gets 
from medical and dental X-rays, fluoroscopes, ete. The ge- 
netic damage this additional radiation might cause was pro- 
nounced negligible. 


I this being true, it is still a good thing to talk about the 
e. It is unquestionably also true that the longer nuclear 
explosions zo on, and the more additional nations join in 


issi 


making them (Britain starts next year, Sweden is getting 
eager). and the more powerful these explosions grow as tech- 
niques improve—the sooner the atmosphere will indeed be 
contaminated to a dangerous degree. Even at the present 
time, none of the by-products of the tests are beneficial. The 
radioactivity they liberate does add, even if only slightly, to 
the mutations being caused by damage to our reproductive 
genes. And the Strontium 90 being created, in doses far below 
what is presently regarded as tolerable limits, does have the 
power to cause bone cancer, And the more of it there is float- 
around the more bone cancer it will cause, Therefore it 
is well for these hazards to arouse the public, both here and 
elsewhere. so that a rising clamor of world public opinion may 
force an international agreement to ban or limit tests, an 
agreement that could be enforced. 


Stevenson's greatest and most serious error is his pro- 
posal of a ban with no conditions. Nobody spotted it more 
quickly than the Soviet Union's U.N. delegate Arkady Sobolev 
who the next day announced that the Soviet was ready to 
ban all nuclear weapons testing “without conditions.” The 
phrase sounds magnanimous. but is the very reason why 
Russia would accept. “Without conditions” nobody could 
tell for sure whether they kept the agreement. They have 
broken many others. If they broke this one it might be in 
away that made it our last. 

Certain minimum conditions would be necessary to make 
even a partial ban on tests workable. At the very least, it 
would require Russia’s permission for U.S. monitoring teams 
(and vice versa) to be stationed within reasonable distances 
of major testing areas. To have any meaning, the ban would 
1t he limited to the size of bombs, as Stevenson urged, but 
to the amount of radioactivity they would be allowed to gen- 
erate—their “dirtiness.” A total ban on all tests would re- 
quire the sort of complete inspection, by each side, which 
President Eisenhower has time and again offered to the So- 
viets and which they have time and again refused. 

Until the Soviets are willing to accept the kind of genuine 
testing ban that would really work, no President, Republican 
or Democrat, knowing all the facts, could fulfill his oath and 
take the awful risk of the sort of boobytrap ban that Steven- 
son has mistakenly proposed. To do so would dangerously let 
down the guard of national defense which it is the President’s 
job as Commander-in-Chief to maintain.

STEPS TO MAKE A VIRUS SAFE 


Polio viruses vary widely in virulence. But all of them, as they mul- 
tiply in the body, equally provoke it into producing antibodies which 
defend it against polio. A live-virus vaccine like Lederle’s requires 
viruses which are harmless to humans, but which still stimulate the 
production of antibodii uch a vaccine is made by isolating harmless 
viruses and by rendering virulent ones harmless. 

At Lederle Dr. Koprowski’s first step in working with most strains 
of virus is to obtain the —a mixture of both harmless and viru- 
lent kinds—from an infected human and inject it into a monkey.

‘After passing through bushels of eggs and racks of tubes the viruses 
have changed their nature again—this time becoming adjusted to chick- 
ens. The resulting batch of virus, which has lost whatever harmful 
effect it once had on human tissue, is purified and reinjected into 
monkeys for further tests before being bottled as live polio vaccine.

Polio Vaccine covrmuss 


CONFUSION OVER ONE PRODUCT, 
STEADY WORK ON ANOTHER 


The recent flurry of excitement about the new polio vaccine started 
when Dr. Albert Sabin of the University of Cincinnati College of Med- 
icine announced that he had developed his own brand of vaceine and 
that he was now “ready to give the new vaccine to large groups of 
humans in the U.S, and other nations.” Dr. 
jin later insisted that he had been mis- 
eming to claim that he was far 
in his research to launch a 
ed field test. Sabin, who had 
elf in a medical controversy 

the manufacture of 
ine, has not tested his new 
ne so far on any human beings. Three 
years ago he developed a li 
which he tested on 133 
scrapped further tests after deciding that 
the viruses in his vaccine were not uniform 
enough. He expects to have two million oral 
doses of his newly purified live vaccine on 
hand by the beginning of next year, and will 
start testing it on a small number of volunteers in 1957 at the Fed- 
eral prison at Chillicothe, Ohio. 

At Lederle Dr. Koprowski has stuck to the same basic live virus 
vaccine for six years and during that time has tested more than 600 
people with it, In every case the vaccine proved its efficiency by 
producing enough antibodies in the blood 
for immunity. It has done the same for the 
babies w volved in the current 
tests at Cl rms. ‘The man who ac 
tually beads up the experiment there is Dr. 
Joseph Stokes Jr., the well-known pedia- 
trician of Philadelphia's Children’s Hospi- 
tal. Dr. Stokes has long advocated the idea 
of using live viruses to immunize children 
pe y against different virus disea 
while they are still very young. Until th 
are about 6 months old babies are temporar- 
ily immune to most virus diseases through 
antibodies which they inherit from their 
mothers. This period of temporary immuni- 
ty, Dr, Stokes reasons, is the safest time to 
expose a child to live viruses and produce a permanent immunity. 
Stokes established his point by shoving tha ildren could be im- 
munized against mumps and hepatitis by inoculating them with live 
viruses. Now he thinks the same thing can be ace mplished with

THE NEW WORLD> 


by SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


WESTERN EUROPE WAS CHANGED forever by events 
of the late 15th and 16th centuries. This was the Age of Reli- 
gious Revolution, the Age of the National State and, above 
all, the Age of Discovery, in which a New World was found 
across the seas. 

This, for England, was the time of the Tudors—from 1485, 
when Henry VII won the crown in battle, until Elizabeth died 
in 1603. The men and women who sat upon England's throne 
during these 118 years were a strong and striking breed. They 
were also astoundingly lucky. Clutching a royal heritage 
precariously won in battle, living sometimes in fear of swift 


OR the first time, in the course of the 

fifteenth century, men began to refer 

to the preceding millennium as the 

Middle Ages. Though much that was 
medieval survived in their minds, men felt 
they were living on the brink of a new and 
modern age. 

The urge to inquire, to debate and seek new 
explanations spread from the field of classical 
learning into that of religious studies. Greek 
and even Hebrew texts, as well as Latin, were 
scrutinized afresh. Inevitably this led to the 
questioning of accepted religious beliefs. The 
Renaissance bred the Reformation. In 1517 
at the age of 34, Martin Luther, a German 
priest, denounced the sale of Indulgences, 
nailed his theses on this and other matters 
on the door of Wittenberg Castle church 
and embarked on his venturesome intellectual 
foray with the Pope. What began as a protest 
against Church practices soon became a chal- 
lenge to Church doctrine. In this struggle 
Luther displayed qualities of determination 
and conviction at the peril of the stake which won him his name 
and fame. He started or gave an impulse to a movement which 
within a decade swamped the Continent and proudly bears the 
general title of the Reformation. 

The division between the assailants and defenders of the old 
order threatened the stability of every state in modern Europe and 
wrecked the unity of some. England and France came out of the 
struggle scarred and shaken but in themselves united. A new bar- 
rier was created between Ireland and England, a new bond of unity 
forged between England and Scotland. The Holy Roman Empire 
of the German people dissolved into a dust of principalities and 
cities; the Netherlands split into what we now know as Holland 
and Belgium. Dynasties were threatened, old loyalties forsworn. 
Not for another hundred years would exhaustion and resignation 
put an end to the revolution that began with Luther. 

While the forces of Renaissance and Reformation were gathering 
strength in Europe, the world beyond was yielding its secrets to 
European explorers, traders and missionaries. From the days of the 


e vai 


LUTHER set in motion the religious 
convulsions which spread to England. 


assassination, dreading domestic rebellion and foreign on- 
slaught, they survived, monarchs without an army, without 
a police force, often desperately in need of money. And before 
the end of their remarkable rule, their island, so lately racked 
by civil strife and religious bitterness, would rise with stun- 
ning audacity to defy and defeat the mightiest empire of the 
world, the Spain of Philip I. - 

For all instalments of this series, transitional paragraphs 
have been prepared to serve as bridges between passages of 
the History. These transitions are indented from Sir Winston’s 
text, which now begins: 


ancient Greeks some men had known in the- 
ory that the world was round and global. 
Now in the sixteenth century navigations 
were to prove it so. 

Italian geographers and navigators had for 
some time been trying to find a new sea route 
to the Orient which would be unhampered by 
the infidel, but although they had much expe- 
rience of shipbuilding and navigation from 
the busy traffic of the Eastern Mediterranean, 
they lacked the capital resources for the haz- 
ard of oceanic exploration. Portugal was the 
first to discover a new path. All through the 
later fifteenth century, Portuguese mariners 
had been pushing down the west coast of 
Africa, seeking for gold and slaves, slowly 
extending the bounds of the known world, 
till, in 1487, Bartholomew Diaz rounded the 
great promontory that marked the end of the 
African continent. He called it “the Cape of 
Storms,” but the King of Portugal with true 
insight renamed it ‘‘the Cape of Good Hope.” 
The hope was justified; in 1498 Vasco da 
Gama dropped anchor in the harbor of Calicut; the sea route was 
open to the wealth of India and of the Farther East. 

An event of greater moment for the future of the world was 
meanwhile taking shape in the mind of a Genoese named Chris- 
topher Columbus. Brooding over the dreamlike maps of his fellow 
countrymen, he conceived a plan for sailing due west into the At- 
lantic beyond the known islands in search of yet another route to 
the East. He married the daughter of a Portuguese sailor and 
from his father-in-law’s papers he learnt of the great oceanic 
ventures. In 1486 he sent his brother Bartholomew to seek English 
backing for the enterprise. Bartholomew was captured by pirates 
off the French coast and when he finally arrived in England and 
won the notice of Henry Tudor, the new King, it was too late. Chris-

in Andalusia. After a voyage of three months he made landfall 
in one of the islands of the Bahamas. Unwittingly he had dis- 
covered not a new route to the East, but a new continent in the 
West soon to be called America. 

The New World opened its spacious doors, not only geographi- 
cally by adding North and South America as places for Europe to 
live in, but by enlarging its whole way of life and outlook and the 
uses it could make of all it had. 


THE FOUNDER OF THE DYNASTY that would lead 
England through this century was Henry VII, who had 
risen from a life of exile to the throne of England. A 
member of the House of Lancasterand thereforeanenemy 
of the ruling House of York, he had gained the crown and 
brought the Wars of the Roses to an end by defeating 
Richard III at Bosworth. To later ages he has always 
seemed a strangely elusive character, Yet probably none 
of his successors so shrewdly, so lastingly helped to 
make England’s monarchy strong. Now Sir Winston 
resumes his narrative: % 


ENRY VII as a statesman was imbued with the new, ruthless 

political ideas of Renaissance Europe. He strove to establish 
a strong monarchy in England, molded out of native institutions. 
The King’s Council was strengthened. It was given parliamentary 
authority to examine persons with or without oath, and condemn 
them, on written evidence alone, in a manner foreign to the prac- 
tice of the Common Law. The Court of the Star Chamber met 
regularly at Westminster, with the two Chief Justices in attend- 
ance. It was originally a judicial committee of the King’s Council, 
trying cases which needed special treatment because of the exces- 
sive might of one of the parties or the novelty or enormity of the 
offense. The complaints of the weak and oppressed against the 
rich and mighty, cases of retainer which involved keeping private 
armies of liveried servants, of embracery, which meant corruption 
of juries—all these became their sphere. 

But the main function of the King’s Council was to govern rather 
than to judge. The choice of members lay with the monarch, Even 
when chosen they could not attend of right; 
they could be dismissed instantly; mean- 
while they could stop any action in any 
court in England and transfer it to them- 
selves, arrest anyone, torture anyone. A 
small inner committee conducted foreign 
affairs. And at the center was the King 
himself, the embodiment of direct personal 
government, often authorizing or auditing 
expenditure, even the most trifling, with 
great sprawling initials which may still be 
seen at the Record Office in London. 

It is often forgotten that almost all exist- 
ing portraits of Henry VII are based upon 
a single death-mask, accurate no doubt as 
to features, but tending to give him a hard 
and grave appearance, which does not tally 
with any contemporary description. Yet 
they seem to accord with what is known of 
his character and career. The picture in the 
National Portrait Gallery is however dated 
four years before his death; and here his 
quick, hard, gray eyes look out from an 
arched setting. Delicate, well-kept hands 
rest lightly upon the bottom of the frame. 
His lips are set tight, with a faint smile 
breaking the corners. There is an air of 
disillusionment, of fatigue, of unceasing

vigilance, and above all of sadness and responsibility. Such was 
the architect of the Tudor monarchy, which was to lead England 
out of medieval disorder into greater strength and broader times. 


THE LONG REIGN of Henry VIII (1509-1547) wit- 
nessed the break with Romewhich sealed the division be- 
tween Catholic and Protestant Europe. Itwasa reign ever 
to be famed for its irony. For its first 20 years, Henry VIII 
was a stout champion of papal authority. Even when he 
came to founding a Church of England, he tried to safe- 
guard the teachings of Rome. And because he chose 
Parliament as his most effective public weapon through 
which to fight the Papacy, this authoritarian Tudor end- 
ed by writing a most decisive chapter in the history of 
Parliament's long struggle for survival and supremacy. 


ENRY had been intended for the Church. He had therefore 

been brought up by his father in an atmosphere of learning. 
Much time was devoted to serious studies—Latin, French, Italian, 
theology, music—and also to bodily exercise, to the sport of joust- 
ing, at which he excelled, to tennis, and hunting the stag. His man- 
ner was straightforward, and he impressed one of the cleverest 
women of the age, Margaret of Austria, Regent of the Nether- 
lands, as a young man on whose word reliance could be placed. 
Owing to his father’s careful savings he had at his accession more 
ready money than any prince in Christendom. The ambassadors 
reported favorably on him, ‘His Majesty,” one said, ‘‘is the hand- 
somest potentate I have ever set eyes on; above the usual height, 
with an extremely fine calf to his leg; his complexion fair and bright, 
with auburn hair combed straight and short in the French fashion, 
and a round face so very beautiful that it would become a pretty 
woman; his throat rather long and thick. . . . He speaks French, 
English, Latin, and a little Italian, plays well on the lute and harp- 
sichord, sings from a book at sight, draws the bow with greater 
strength than any man in England, and jousts marvelously.” An- 
other wrote: ‘He is fond of hunting, and never takes his diversion 
without tiring eight or ten horses, which he causes to be stationed 
beforehand along the line of country he means to cover. He is 
extremely fond of tennis, at which game it is the prettiest thing 
in the world to see him play, his fair skin glowing through a shirt 
of the finest texture.” 

Henry in his maturity was a tall, red-headed man who preserved 
the vigor and energy of ancestors accustomed for centuries to the 
warfare of the Welsh marches. His massive 
frame towered above the throng, and those 
about him felt in it a sense of concealed 
desperation, of latent force and passion. A 
French ambassador confessed, after resid- 
ing for months at Court, that he could 
never approach the King without fear 
of personal violence. Although Henry ap- 
peared to strangers open, jovial, and trust- 
worthy, with a bluff good-humor which 
appealed at once to the crowd, even those 
who knew him most intimately seldom pene- 
trated the inward secrecy and reserve which 
allowed him to confide freely in no one. 

Bursts of restless energy and ferocity were 
combined with extraordinary patience and 
diligence. Deeply religious, Henry regularly 
listened to sermons lasting between one and 
two hours and wrote more than one theo- 
logical treatise of a high standard. He was 
accustomed to hear five Masses on Church 
days, and three on other days, served the 
priest at Mass himself, was never deprived 
of holy bread and holy water on Sunday, 
and always did penance on Good Friday. 
His zeal in theological controversy earned 
him from the Pope the title of ‘Defender of 
the Faith.” An indefatigable worker, he 
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digested a mass of dispatches, memoranda, and plans each day with- 
out the help of his secretary. He wrote verses and composed music. 
Profoundly secretive in public business, he chose as his advisers 
men for the most part of the meanest origin: Thomas Wolsey, the 
son of a poor and rascally butcher of Ipswich whose name appears 
on the borough records for selling meat unfit for human consump- 
tion; Thomas Cromwell, a small attorney [and a remote relative of 
Oliver Cromwell] ; Thomas Cranmer, an obscure lecturer in divinity. 
Like his father, Henry distrusted the hereditary nobility, preferring 
the discreet counsel of men without a wide circle of friends. 

Early in his reign he declared, ‘I will not allow anyone to have 
it in his power to govern me.” As time passed his wilfulness hardened 
and his temper worsened. His rages were terrible to behold. There 
was no noble head in the country, he once said, **but he would make 
it fly,” if his will were crossed. Many heads were indeed to fly in 
his thirty-eight years on the throne. 

This enormous man was the nightmare of his advisers. Once a 
scheme was fixed in his mind he could seldom be turned from it, 
resistance only made him more stubborn; and, once embarked, he 
always tended to go too far unless restrained. Although he prided 
himself on his tolerance of any expression of opinion by his advisers, 
however outspoken, it was usually unwise to continue to oppose 
him after he had made up his mind. His habit was to talk to all 
classes—barbers, huntsmen, his “‘yeomancook to the King’smouth” 
—and particularly anyone, however humble, connected with the 
sea, to ferret out opinions, and ride off on hunting expeditions 
which sometimes lasted for weeks. He showed himself everywhere. 
Each summer he went on progress through the country, keeping 
close to the mass of his subjects, whom he understood so well. 


THE BREAK WITH ROME 


FOR TWENTY YEARS Henry pursued a nonviolent 
course, and Cardinal Thomas Wolsey, as Lord Chancel- 
lor, effectively ran the government. But in 1527 two 
events changed everything: in Rome, the Pope became 
the virtual prisoner of the Habsburg Emperor Charles 
V, and in London, Henry fell in love with Anne Boleyn 


The connection between these two events lay in the 
person of Henry’s queen, Catherine. Henry had married 
Catherine, his own brother’s widow, 18 years earlier by 
special Papal dispensation. Now she suffered, in Henry's 
eyes, from two chronic disabilities: she was no match for 
the dark, vivacious young Anne Boleyn, and she had 
produced one daughter and no male heir. Henry now 
appealed to the learned universities of Europe, asking 
them whether his marriage to Catherine had ever been 
valid. When the universities replied that a man could not 
marry his brother's widow, Henry confidently sought 
from the Pope an annulment of his marriage. 

Pope Clement VII refused. Immediately Henry be- 
came convinced that Papal obstinacy was due to the 
influence of Charles V, who was the nephew of Queen 
Catherine, and hence had to be fought in the name of 
English Sovereignty. As Henry launched his duel with 
Rome, he was supported by strong popular feelings: 
long-standing English anger toward foreign prelates, 
resentment of clerical privileges and abuses, and fear of 
civil disorder if Henry were to die without a male heir. 


E first hear of Anne Boleyn at Court four monthsafter Henry 

had begun proceedings for the annulment of his marriage. 

Did he plan the divorce and then find Anne? Or had he arranged 

to marry Anne from the beginning? We shall never know, for Henry 

was very secretive in his private matters. His love-letters were se- 

cured by Papal agents, and are now in the Vatican library, but, 

while prettily phrased, they are undated, and disclose little except 
that Anne Boleyn kept him waiting for nearly a year. 

Henry had had mistresses before, but never openly. The appear- 

ance at Court of a lady with whom he spent hours at a time created

an extraordinary stir. The King, although he rode and talked 
openly with Anne, left Queen Catherine in charge of his personal 
wardrobe, including supervision of the laundry and the making 
of his linen. When he required clothes he continued to apply to 
Catherine, not Anne. Anne was furiously jealous. 

The winter of 1531-32 was marked by the tensest crisis of Henry's 
reign. A form of excommunication, or even interdict, had been 
drafted in Rome, ordering the King to cast off his concubine Anne 
within fifteen days, only the penalties being left blank. The shadow 
of Papal wrath hung over England. At Court Christmas was kept 
with great solemnity. “All men,” states a chronicler, *‘said there 
was no music in that Christmas, because the Queen and ladies 
were absent.” But the King pursued his inflexible course to the 
end. Opposition merely confirmed him in his plans. The Annates 
Bill was drafted as a fighting measure, in case the worst occurred. 
It armed the King for a greater struggle with the Papacy than had 
preceded Magna Carta. If the Court of Rome, its preamble ran, 
endeavored to wield excommunication, interdict, or process com- 
pulsory in England, then all manner of sacraments and divine serv- 
ice should continue to be administered, and the interdict should 
not by any prelate or minister be executed or divulged. And the 
Annaies, the first year’s income which the bishops paid to Rome on 
consecration, were limited to five per cent of their former amount. 

This was the most difficult Bill which Henry ever had to steer 
through Parliament. He was obliged to go down to the House of 
Lords himself at least three times, and even then seemed likely to 
fail, until he thought of an entirely new expedient—the first public 
division of the House. **He thought of a plan that those among the 
Members who wished for the King’s welfare and the prosperity of 
the kingdom (as they call it) should stand on one side of the 
House and those who opposed the measure on the other. For fear 
of the King’s indignation a number of them went over,” and with 
considerable amendment the Bill was passed.

The next step was to make the clergy submit to the royal su- 
premacy. Henry got the Commons to prepare a document called the 
Supplication against the Ordinaries directed against the authority 
of Church courts. ‘*Ordinaries” was the legal term for, bishops and 
their deputies who enjoyed rights of jurisdiction. Although Con- 
vocation was truculent at first, making submission only in vague 
and ambiguous terms, Henry refused to compromise, and at the 
third attempt they agreed to articles of his own, making him effec- 
tive master of the Church in England. 

Thus the English Reformation was a slow process. An opportun- 
ist King measured his steps as he went, until England was wholly 
independent of administration from Rome. Wolsey had done much 
to prepare the way. He had supported the Papacy during some of 
its most critical years and in return had been allowed to exercise 
wide and sweeping powers which were usually reserved to the Pope 
himself or to one of his visiting legates. England therefore was 
more accustomed than any other province of Christendom to 
Papal jurisdiction being vested in one of its own priests, and this 
made it easier to transfer it to the Crown. Wolsey had also brought 
Papal authority in his own person nearer to men’s lives than it had 
ever been, and this unsought familiarity bred dislike. The death in 
August of old Archbishop Warham, principal opponent of the 
King’s divorce, opened further possibilities and problems. Henry 
did not hasten to appoint a successor. He had to consider how far 
he could go. If there were a struggle could any of his bishops be 
trusted to forget the oath which they had sworn to the Pope at 
their consecration? Would there be a rebellion? Would the Emperor, 
Queen Catherine’s nephew, invade England from the Low Coun- 
tries? Could the King rely on French neutrality? 

Confident that he could carry through even the most startling 
appointment to Canterbury, Henry recalled Cranmer from his em- 
bassy at the court of Charles V. Thomas Cranmer had been mar- 
ried twice, the second time in Germany after ordination, in the 


new German fashion for priests, to the niece of a well-known 
Lutheran. Since the marriage of priests was still illegal in England, 
Cranmer’s wife went ahead in disguise. Cranmer himself arrived in 
London in the middle of December, 1532. A week later he was 
offered the Archbishopric of Canterbury. He accepted. Hencefor- 
ward, until Henry died, Cranmer’s wife was always hidden, and if 
she accompanied him was obliged, according to popular repute, to 
travel with the luggage, in a vast chest specially constructed to 
conceal her. 

A month later Henry secretly married Anne Boleyn. Historians 
have never discovered for certain who performed the ceremony, or 
where. Cranmer himself was not the priest. Both he and the Im- 
perial Ambassador reported subsequently that the marriage had 
taken place in January 1533. Undoubtedly, in the eyes of the Ro- 
man Catholic world, Henry VIII committed bigamy, for he had 
been married nearly twenty-five years to Catherine of Aragon, and 
his marriage had not yet been annulled in Rome, or even in Eng- 
land, by any court or any public act. He simply assumed he had 
never been legally married at all, and left the lawyers and clergy to” 
put the matter right afterwards. 

Cranmer became Archbishop in the traditional manner, He swore 
to obey the Pope with the usual oath, though reservations were 
made before and afterwards, and he was consecrated with the full 
ceremonial. This was important: the man who was to carry through 
the ecclesiastical revolution had thus been accepted by the Pope 
and endowed with power. Two days afterwards however a Bill was 
introduced into Parliament vesting in the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury the full authority, formerly possessed by the Pope, to hear 
and determine all appeals from the ecclesiastical courts in England. 
Future attempts to use any foreign process would involve drastic 
penalties. The judgments of the English courts were not to be 
affected by any Papal verdict or by excommunication, and any 
priest who refused to celebrate divine service or administer the 
sacraments was made liable to imprisonment. 

This momentous Bill, the work of Thomas Cromwell, which 
atolished what still remained of Papal authority in England, passed 
through Parliament in due course, and became known as the Act 
of Appeals. The following month Henry himself wrote a letter 
describing his position as “King and Sovereign, recognizing no 
superior in earth but only God, and not subject to the laws of 
any earthly creature.” The breach between England and Rome 
was complete. 


QUEEN ANNE BOLEYN on September 7, 1533 gave 
birth to a girl, the future Queen Elizabeth. Anne thus 
proved of no more dynastic service than had Catherine, 
who had produced only the Princess Mary. The people 
of England wondered: what next? Henry’s answer was 
a tantrum and a new love. 


HERE was no rejoicing in Henry's heart. A male heir had been 
is desire. After he had defied the whole world, perhaps com- 
mitted bigamy, and risked deposition by the Pope and invasion, here 
was only a second daughter. ‘‘Do you wish to see your little daugh- 
ter?” the old nurse asked, according to one account. ‘‘My daughter, 
my daughter!” replied the King in a passion. “You old devil, you 
witch, don’t dare to speak to me!” He galloped at once away from 
Greenwich, away from Anne, and in three days had reached Wolf 
Hall, in Wiltshire, the residence of a worthy old courtier, Sir John 
Seymour, who had a clever son in the diplomatic service and a 
pretty daughter, a former Maid of Honor to Queen Catherine. Jane 
Seymour was about twenty-five, and although she was attractive no 
‘one considered her a great beauty. ‘Her skin,” reported the Imperial 
Ambassador, ‘is so whitish that it may be called rather pale. She 
is not very clever, and is said to be rather arrogant.” But she was 
gay, and generally liked, and Henry fell in love with her. 

After the birth of Elizabeth, criticism of the King and his ecclesi- 
astical measures could no longer be stifled. If the choice was between 
two princesses, men said, then why not choose Mary, the legitimate 
one? But the King would have none of this argument. An Act was 
passed vestingthesuccessionin Elizabeth.

THE SIX WIVES

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of legal age, male or female, throughout the kingdom was forced 
to swear allegiance to this Act and renounce allegiance to all foreign 
authority in England.

them both, our Princess.” To publish or pronounce maliciously by 
express words that the King was a tyrant or heretic was made high 
treason. As the brutality of the reign increased many hundreds were 
to be hanged, disembowelled, and quartered on these grounds. 


HENRY WAS FURIOUS with Anne herself, even 
though he now claimed the succession for her daughter. 
When Anne miscarried in her next pregnancy, again dis- 
appointing Henry’s earnest hopes for a son and proper 
heir, her fate was sealed. 


T was already rumored that in her intense desire for an heir 
Queen Anne had been unfaithful to the King soon after the 
birth of Elizabeth, with several lovers. If proved, this offense was 
capital. The Queen had accordingly been watched, and one Sunday 
two young courtiers, Henry Norris and Sir Francis Weston, were 
seen to enter the Queen’s room, and were, it was said, overheard 
making love to her. The following Sunday a certain Smeaton, a 
gentleman of the King’s chamber, who played with great skill on the 
lute, was arrested as the Queen’s lover. Smeaton subsequently under 
torture confessed to the charge. 
‘Anne's lovers were sentenced to be hanged, drawn and quartered, 
but execution was deferred until after the trial of the Queen. She 
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was charged with being unfaithful to the King; promising to marry 
Norris after the King was dead; giving Norris poisoned lockets for 
the purpose of poisoning Catherine and Mary; and other offenses, 
including incest with her brother. The Queen denied the charges 
vigorously, and replied to each one in detail. The peers retired, and 
soon returned with a verdict of guilty. The Queen was to be burnt 
or beheaded, at the King’s pleasure. 

Anne received the sentence with calm and courage. She declared 
that if the King would allow it she would like to be beheaded 
like the French nobility, with a sword, and not, like the English 
nobility, with an ax. Her wish was granted; but no executioner 
could be found in the King’s dominions to carry out the sentence 
with a sword, and it was found necessary to postpone the execution 
from Thursday to Friday while an expert was borrowed from St 
Omer, in the Holy Roman Emperor’s dominions. During Thursday 
night she slept little. Distant hammering could be heard from the 
courtyard of the Tower, as a low scaffold, about five feet high, was 
erected for the execution. In the morning the public was admitted 
to the courtyard. 

On May 19, 1536, the headsman was already waiting, leaning on 
his heavy two-handed sword, when the Constable of the Tower 
appeared, followed by Anne in a beautiful night robe of heavy gray 
damask trimmed with fur, showing a crimson kirtle beneath. She 
had chosen this garment in order to leave her neck bare. A large 
sum had been given to her to distribute in alms among the crowd.

Down the Thames from Hampton Court, remote from royal fes- 
tivities, the bloodier events of Henry's reign took place with relent- 
less regularity. The dank, stony confines of the Tower of London 
became the inevitable and final shelter of an increasing number of 
women and men who dared to oppose the king, trifle with his 
property or, in some cases, merely dared to exist. 

Since its beginnings in the 11th Century when it was built as a 
fortress by William the Conqueror, the Tower had served as a 
prison, housing some of the most illustrious figures of British his- 
tory. Here Richard II signed his abdication and, under Richard III, 
young Prince Edward was murdered with his brother. But it served 
as well as a royal palace and was the traditional lodging for every 
monarch before his coronation. From the Tower on June 24, 1509, 
Henry VIII himself rode off to be crowned, accompanied by his 
wife Catherine who was borne on a golden litter. 

Before long the procession of famous doomed people wound 
grimly through the Tower to the executioner—two of Henry's 
queens, the philosopher Sir Thomas More, the poet Earl of Surrey 
and many others who went to their death at the king’s command. In 
his final years, tormented in body and mind, Henry VIII had reason 
to recall the admonishment of still another ill-fated subject, Car- 
dinal Wolsey, that he not forget ‘‘there is both Heaven and Hell.”

THROUGH ALL THE TURMOIL of his personal 
life, Henry continued his work—both constructive 
and destructive—on the Reformation of the Church. 


ENRY was increasingly short of revenue and church prop- 

erties offered a tempting prize. He had gone down to the 
House of Lords in person to recommend a Bill suppressing those 
smaller monasteries which contained fewer than twelve monks. 
There were nearly four hundred of them, and the combined rent 
of their lands amounted to a considerable sum. The religious 
orders had for some time been in decline, and parents were be- 
coming more and more averse to handing over their sons to the 
cloisters. Monks turned to the land in search of recruits, and 
often waived the old social distinctions, taking the sons of poor 
tenant farmers. But the number of novices was rarely sufficient. 
At some houses the monks had given up all hope of carrying on, 
and squandered the endowments, cutting down woods, pawning 
the plate, and letting the buildings fall into disrepair or rui 
Grave irregularities had been discovered by the ecclesiastical 
Visitors over many years, The idea of suppression was not new:

Wolsey had suppressed several small houses to finance his college 
at Oxford, and the King had suppressed over twenty more for his 
own benefit. Parliament made little difficulty about winding up 
the smaller houses, when satisfied that their inmates were either 
to be transferred to large houses or pensioned off. During the 
summer of 1536 royal commissioners toured the country, com- 
pleting the dissolution as swiftly as possible. 

As First Minister, Thomas Cromwell handled the dissolution 
of the monasteries with conspicuous, cold-blooded efficiency. 
It was a step which appealed to the well-to-do. The high nobility 
and country gentry acquired on favorable terms all kinds of fine 
estates. Sometimes a neighboring merchant, or a syndicate of 
City men and courtiers, bought or leased the confiscated lands, 
Many squires had long been stewards of monastic lands, and 
now bought properties which they had managed for generations. 

Throughout the middle classes there was great irritation at the 
privileges and wealth of the Church. They resented the undue 
proportion of the national income engrossed by those who ren- 
dered no economic service. The King was assured of the support 
of Parliament and the prosperous classes. Most of the displaced 
monks, nearly ten thousand in all, faced their lot with relief or 
fortitude, assisted by substantial pensions. Some even married 
nuns, and many became respectable parish clergy. The dissolu- 
tion brought lands into the Crown's possession worth at the 
time over £100,000 a year, and by the sale or lease of the rest 
of the former monastic properties the Crown gained a million 
and a half pounds—a huge sum for those days, though prob- 
ably much less than the properties were worth. The main result 
of this transaction was in effect, if not in intention, to commit 
the landed and mercantile classes to the Reformation settlements. 
and the Tudor dynasty. 

In the field of religious belief the Reformation brought pro- 
found change. The Bible now acquired a new and far-reaching 
authority. The older generation considered that Holy Writ was 
dangerous in the hands of the unlearne« d should only be read 
by priests. * “I never read the Scripture,” said the Duke of Nor- 
folk, ‘‘nor never will read it. It was merry England afore the new 
learning came up: yea, | would all things were as hath been in 
time past.” But complete printed Bibles, translated into English 
by Tyndale and Coverdale, had appeared for the first time late 
in the autumn of 1535, and were now running through several 
editions. The Government enjoined the clergy to encourage 
Bible-reading, and there were well-founded rumors that Thomas 
Cromwell, the King’s vicegerent in spiritual affairs, had helped 
to promote the translation. Preaching, even by licensed preach- 
ers, was altogether suspended until Michaelmas, except in the 
presence of a bishop, and in August 1536 Cromwell ordered the 
Paternoster and Commandments to be taught in the mother 
tongue instead of in Latin 

As a further blow to the old school the Government commis- 
sioned in Paris a great printing of English Bibles, more sump- 
tuous than any previous edition, and in September 1538 directed 
that every parish in the country should purchase a Bible of the 
largest volume in English, to be set up in each church, where the 
parishioners might most commodiously resort to the same and 
read it. Six copies were set up.in St. Paul's in the City of London, 
and multitudes thronged the cathedral all day to read them, 
especially, we are told, when they could get any person that 
had an audible voice to read aloud. This Bible has remained 
the basis of all later editions, including the Authorized Version 
prepared in the reign of James I. 


HENRY’S MARRIAGE to Jane Seymour was a 
brief one, but not for the usual reason. She escaped the 
customary fate of Henry's wives by dying just after 
giving birth to the future Edward VI. Henry's fourth 
wife, Anne of Cleves, could thank her plainness (“the 
Flanders mare,” he dubbed her) for the banishment 
from court that briskly ended their never-consum- 
mated alliance. When he was 49 and already declining 
in health, he took as his fifth wife Catherine Howard, 
niece of the Duke of Norfolk. 
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BIBLE READING was encouraged by Henry, who directed that 
every parish purchase an English Bible and make it accessible to all. 
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'ATHERINE, about twenty-two, with auburn hair and 

hazel eyes, was the prettiest of Henry's wives. His Majesty's 
spirits revived, his health returned, and he went down to Wind- 
sor to reduce weight. ‘The King,” reported the French Ambas- 
sador in December, “*has taken a new rule of living, to rise be- 
tween five and six, hear Mass at seven, and then ride till dinner- 
time, which is at ten in the morning. He says that he feels much 
better in the country than when he lived all winter in houses 
at the gates of London.” 

But wild, tempestuous Catherine was not long content with a 
husband nearly thirty years older than herself. Her reckless love 
for her cousin, Thomas Culpeper, was discovered, and she was 
executed in the Tower in February 1542 on the same spot as 
Anne Boleyn. The night before the execution she asked for the 
block so that she could practice laying her head upon it, and as 
she mounted the scaffold said, ‘*I die a Queen, but would rather 
die the wife of Culpeper. God have mercy on my soul. Good 
people, I beg you to pray for me.” 

Henry’s sixth wife, Catherine Parr, was a serious little widow 
from the Lake District, thirty-one years of age, learned, and 
interested in theological questions, who had had two husbands 
before the King. She married Henry at Hampton Court on July 12, 
1543, and until his death three years later made him an admirable 
wife, nursing his ulcerated leg, which grew steadily worse and 
in the end killed him. 


THE GAY, POPULAR PRINCE had become, after 
more than a quarter century's rule, a harsh, ugly- 
tempered monarch of 55, suffering with equal impa- 
tience the pain of his ulcerated leg and advisers who 
questioned his whims. 


N the evening of January 27 the King was dying. The physicians 

dared not tell him so, for prophesying the King’s death was 
treason by Act of Parliament. Then, as the long hours slowly 
passed, Sir Anthony Denny, “boldly coming to the King, told 
him what case he was in, to man’s judgment not like to live; 
and therefore exhorted him to prepare himself for death.” The 
King took the grim news with fortitude. Urged to summon the 
Archbishop, he replied that first he would “‘take a little sleep; 
and then, as I feel myself, I will advise upon the matter.” Shortly 
before midnight the King awoke. He sent for the Archbishop. 
When he came Henry was too weak to speak; he could only 
stretch out his hand to Cranmer. In a few minutes the supreme 
head had ceased to breathe. 

Henry’s rule saw many advances in the growth and the char-

that the reign should be widely remembered for its executions. 
Two Queens, two of the King’s chief Ministers, a saintly bishop, 
numerous abbots, monks, and many ordinary folk who dared 
to resist the royal will were done to death. Roman Catholic and 
Calvinist alike were burnt for heresy and religious treason. These 
persecutions, inflicted in solemn manner by officers of the law, 
perhaps in the presence of the Council or even the King himself, 
form a brutal sequel to the bright promise of the Renaissance. 
The sufferings of devout men and women among the fagots, the 
use of torture, and the savage penalties imposed for even paltry 
crimes, stand in repellent contrast to the enlightened principles 
of humanism. Yet his subjects did not turn from Henry i 
ing. He succeeded in maintaining order amid the turmoil of 
Europe without army or police, and he imposed on England a 
discipline which was not attained elsewhere. A century of reli- 
gious wars went by without Englishmen taking up arms to fight 
their fellow-countrymen for their faith, We must credit Henry’s 
with laying the basis of sea-power, with a revival of Parlia- 
mentary institutions, with giving the English Bible to the people, 
above all with strengthening a popular monarchy under 
which succeeding generations worked together for the greatness 
of England while France and Germany were racked with strife. 


A BITTER REIGN 


IN HIS LAST YEARS Henry had changed his mind 
about the succession and ruled that his son Edward 
should be followed not by Anne Boleyn’s daughter 
Elizabeth but by the first Catherine’s Catholic daugh- 
ter Mary. Edward VI was only 9 years old when he 
became king. During his seven sickly years on the 
throne, powerful advisers zealously fostered the cause 
of Protestantism. Then with Edward's death in 1553, 
the pendulum swung back, bringing to the throne the 
woman known to later ages as ‘*Bloody Mary.” 


HE woman who now became Queen was probably the most 

unhappy and unsuccessful of England’s sovereigns. Mary 
Tudor, the only surviving child of Catherine of Aragon and 
Henry VIII, had been brought up in theearly years of her father's 
reign with all the ceremony due to the heiress to the throne. She 
had been betrothed at different times to the heirs both of France 
and the Empire. As with her mother, religion dominated her 
being, and Catherine’s divorce and the break with Rome brought 
tragic and catastrophic change. Mary had been declared illegiti- 
mate by Act of Parliament; she was pressed to forsake her religion, 
and endured bitter conflicts between her duty to her father and 
her conscience. Her half-sister and half-brother overshadowed 
her at Court. She had clung to her confessors and her chapel 
throughout the reign of Edward VI and was naturally feared by 
the ruling group of Protestant politicians in London. 

Weare assured that, except in matters of religion, Mary was by 
nature merciful. She certainly accepted the allegiance of the coun- 
selors who came meekly to her. The most adroit among them, 
William Cecil, was to keep close to Government circles through- 
out her reign, and great was to be his future under her successor. 

Secure upon the throne, Mary proceeded to realize the wish of 
her life—the restoration of the Roman communion. In Stephen 
Gardiner, Bishop of Winchester, she found an able and ardent 
servant. The religious legislation of the Reformation Parliament 
was repealed. But one thing Mary could not do. She could not 
restore to the Church the lands parczled out among the nobility. 
The Tudor magnates were willing to go to Mass, but not to lose 
their new property. 

Evenso, there was trouble. Mary never realized that the com- 
mon people, particularly in London, coupled Catholicism with 
foreign influence. They had indeed been taught to do so under 
Henry VIII, but the feeling was older than that. The English 
Bible and the English Prayer Book were in their hands, and there 
wasa wide, if superficial, attachment to the Reformed Faith. Prot- 
estant leaders fled to Geneva and the German Rhineland towns.

There was rioting in the capital. Gardiner’s life was threatened, 
He wore a mail shirt throughout the day and was guarded bya 
hundred men at night. A dead dog was flung through the window 
of the Queen’s chamber, a halter round its neck, its ears cropped, 
and bearing a label saying that all the priests of England should 
be hanged. 

The most urgent question was whom Mary should marry. The 
Commons supported an English candidate, Edward Courtenay, 
Earl of Devon, a descendant of the House of York. But Mary's 
eyes were fixed overseas. Renard, envoy of the Emperor Charles 
V, worked fast, and she promised to wed the Emperor’s son, the 
future Philip II of Spain. News of the Spanish betrothal filtered 
through the Court and reached the people. Ugly stories of the 
Inquisition and the coming of Spanish troops passed from mouth 
to mouth. The Commons came in deputation to beg the Queen 
not to violate the feelings of the nation. But Mary had all the 
obstinacy of the Tudors and none of their political sense. She was 
now on the threshold of her dreams—a Catholic England united in 
intimate alliance with the Catholic Empire of the Habsburgs. 

As summer came Philip sailed northwards across the seas. 
Mary journeyed to Winchester to greet her bridegroom. With all 
the pomp of sixteenth-century royalty the marriage was solem- 
nized in July 1554 according to the rites of the Catholic Church. 
Gardiner was now dead; but a successor was found in the Eng- 
lish cardinal Reginald Pole. He was a zealous and austere Catho- 
lic, and now came to take his place in the intimate counsels of 
the Queen and enforce the conversion of the whole land. 

Mary has been forever odious in the minds of a Protestant 
nation as the Bloody Queen who martyred her noblest subjects. 
Generations of Englishmen in childhood learnt the somber tale of 
their sacrifice from Foxe’s Book of Martyrs, with its gruesome 
illustrations. These stories have become part of the common mem- 
ory of the people—the famous scenes at Oxford in 1555, the fagots 
which consumed the Protestant bishops, Latimer and Ridley, the 
pitiful recantation and final heroic end in March 1556 of the frail, 
aged Archbishop, Cranmer. Their martyrdom rallied to the Protes- 
tant faith many who till now had shown indifference. 

These martyrs saw in vision that their deaths were not in vain, 
and, standing at the stake, pronounced immortal words: ‘Be of 
good comfort, Master Ridley,” Latimer cried at the crackling of 
the flames. **Play the man.

| by God’s grace, in England as I trust shall never be put out.” 
In vain the Queen strove to join English interests to those of 
the Spanish state. She had married to make England safe for Ca- 
tholicism, and she had sacrificed what little personal happiness she 
could hope for to this dream. As the wife of the King of Spain, 
against the interests of her kingdom, and against the advice of 
» prudent counselors, among them Cardinal Pole, she allowed her- 
self to be dragged into war with France, and Calais. the last pos- 
session of the English upon the Continent, fell without resistance. 
This national disgrace, this loss of the symbol of the power and 
glory of medieval England, bit deep into the hearts of the people 
and into the conscience of the Queen. Hope of a child to secure the 
Catholic succession was unfulfilled. Her unhappiness was hardly 
redeemed by one vision of accomplishment. Yet, unchronicled 
and without praise, her reign witnessed one modest achievement, 
which has rarely received theattention of historians. Mary’s min- 
isters, during her brief reign, embarked upon a major task of re- 
trenchment and reform; by the time of her death, they had 
gone far to purge the government of corrupt extravagance. 
Philip retired to the Netherlands and then to Spain, aloof and 
disappointed at the barrenness of the whole political scheme. 
Surrounded by disloyalty and discontent,Mary’s health gave way. 
In November 1558 she died, and a few hours later, in Lambeth 
Palace, her coadjutor, Cardinal Pole, followed her. The tragic 
interlude of her reign was over. It had sealed the conversion of the 
English people to the Reformed Faith.

| [wes BRENNAN was winding up his affairs in Rumson, N. J., attend- 
ing his young daughter as she said her last goodbys and recalling the 
momentous morning a few weeks ago when he went down to Washington 
to meet the Attorney General of the U.S.: 


: “When I was called I assumed 
it had something to do with the part I'd been playing in judicial reform. 
I have to admit that the possibility crossed my mind about the Supreme 
Court vacancy but it seemed so fantastic I dismissed the idea at once. 
Mr. Brownell came to the station to meet me and on the way to his house 
for breakfast told me the President was considering me to fill the Supreme 
Court vacancy. I’m afraid I couldn't say anything intelligible—I just sat 
there, stunned to my bones. Later I was escorted into the President's office. 
I thought there'd be other people, but suddenly I found I was alone in the 
room with him, not a soul but me and the President. It was something!” 

Almost everybody in the country was as surprised as William Joseph 
Brennan Jr. at his appointment as Associate Justice of the Supreme Court. 
He was not a nationally known jurist and he was totally unknown as a 
political figure. In fact he was not a politician at all—and not even a 
Republican. He was a lifelong, city-bred Democrat, a genial, outgoing, 
even garrulous man, much more like a successful toastmaster than a 
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sobersided jurist. His appointment, however, did’sat- 
isfy the traditional political requirement of having a 
Catholic on the court. At 50, Justice Brennan is the 
Supreme Court’s youngest member and he brings to 
the Court one of the keenest, quickest judicial minds 
in the country. The opinions he has delivered in his 
seven years on the New Jersey bench are clear, forceful 
and middle-of-the-road. Under the tutelage of his 
warm admirer, venerable Chief Justice Arthur Van- 
derbilt, under whom he served on the New Jersey 
Supreme Court, Brennan has been America’s hardest- 
working crusader for speedier trial procedure, having 
helped institute a pre-trial conference system that 
reduced his state’s huge backlog of court cases to the 
point where it is now a national model. 

Newspapers, scurrying to dig up facts about the 
new jurist, discovered that his father had been an 
Irish immigrant and labor leader and presented the 
judge as a rags-to-riches success. ‘‘A lot of baloney,” 
says Mr. Justice Brennan. “I’m no Horatio Alger. 
My father paid all my expenses till he died, then I 
was lucky enough to get a scholarship to finish Har- 
vard Law. I once made change on the Broad Street 
trolley in Newark for $6 a week but that was to keep 
me in custom-made clothes. Getting married put an 
end to that sort of thing—this suit I have on I bought 
off the rack.” The marriage, to Marjorie Leonard of 
Orange, N.J., took place 28 years ago, the year Bill 
Brennan entered law school. Besides Nancy, the Bren- 
nans have two boys, Bill III, 23, and Hugh, 20. Aside 
from omnivorous reading and bad golf, Justice Bren- 
nan himself admits to no particular hobbies: “I 
won't be so corny as to say my work is my hobby. 
My work is my work, and I love every minute of it.”

During the 1956 political year Time-Lire Corre- 
spondent James L. McConaughy covered most 
of the U.S. talking to candidates, politicos and 
voters. In the past to months alone he has 
traveled through 22 states, from Connecticut 
to California and from North Dakota to Texas, 
His memo on the 1956 race as it nears its end 
is based on his own observations plus reports 
from 30 other Time-Lire correspondents who 
have been covering the campaign at all levels. 


& the U.S. presidential election, like every 
other U.S. election campaign, grows noisy 
and extravagant in the homestretch, it becomes 
more and more apparent that this one is not 
like the others. The principal reasons why: 

First: it no longer stacks up as a race for the 
presidency between the two nominees of the 
two major political parties. According to the 
reports from the Time-Lire correspondents all 
across the nation, as of last week, Eisenhower 
was far ahead of Stevenson. 

Second: but the Republicans as a party are 
unining Heliind thete|leaderjandamore impor- 
tant, behind their Democratic opponents. In 
fact, the campaign can be summed up as a con- 
test between one Republican, President Eisen- 
hower, and the whole Democratic party.

But at the moment it is Ike vs. all the 
Democrats, and the only question is how many 
of the Republicans who face defeat he can bring 
in on his coattails. 

It is possible that Stevenson’s advisers mis- 
calculated in getting his campaign off to an 
early start (Lire, Sept. 10).

N the Republican side, and from other sci- 
entists, Stevenson’s proposal for banning 
of H-bomb ‘tests has provoked angry accusa- 
tions that he is inciting a “fear campaign.” 
Whatever the scientific arguments pro and 
con, Stevenson seems to think he has found 
one major issue to draw some votes from Eisen- 
hower. As of last week, that was about all, 
though. Every other main Stevenson charge 


seems to return to the fundamental one: Eisen- 
hower isn’t really the boss; he is a front for 
the big business interests. 

Certainly Ike is winning the popularity con- 
test. Turnouts to see him were huge and im- 
pressive. His television performances have been 
technically superb. Nearly every public opinion 
poll has shown him leading. 

With such strength at the top of the ticket, 
with the Republican party apparently far more 
skilled and seasoned even than in 1952 and 
with the country prosperous and peaceful, it 
should follow by political logic that nearly all 
Republican candidates are a shoo-in. Yet—and 
this is the paradox of 1952—many Republi- 
cans are in trouble. 

It is not because of the candidates them- 
selves. In fact, this is very much a “good can- 
didate” year for the Republicans. Three out- 
standing senatorial candidates—John Sherman 
Cooper in Kentucky, Douglas McKay in Ore- 
gon, Arthur B. Langlie in Washington—were 
hand-picked by Eisenhower in the hope of win- 
ning a Republican Senate. 

But today, though Ike himself appears to be 
ahead in Washington and Oregon, Langlie is 
in critical trouble, and McKay is also trailing. 
Cooper's race is close. Curiously, Kentucky 
has an embarrassment of Republican riches: 
in addition to Eisenhower and Cooper, who is 
running for Alben Barkley’s unexpired term,

the ticket includes Thruston B. Morton run- 
ning for the regular Senate seat. All are ex- 
cellent candidates and one reporter sensed that 
Kentuckians may be reluctant to vote for more 
than one Republican for fear of endangering 
their traditional standing as Democrats. 

Elsewhere the problem is much simpler: Ei- 
senhower is leading, the next Republican is 
trailing. In Connecticut some Democrats have 
told me that while they rate Republican Sena- 
tor Prescott Bush a superior campaigner to 
Thomas J. Dodd, they feel Bush can win only 
on Ike's coattails. Jacob K. Javits is a better 
campaigner than New York’s Robert F. Wagner 
Jr. But Javits likewise needs a big transferal 
of Eisenhower strength to win. 

The notable Republican improvement over 
its slates in other years extends also to the 
party’s nominees for the House. And there is 
no problem of money. Four years ago the Re- 
publicans on the whole outspent the Demo- 
crats $55 to $45, and the ratio should be about 
the same this year.

Ike battles for the party 


REPUBLICANS LAG BEHIND THEIR LEADER 


by JAMES L. McCONAUGHY JR. 


Democratic machine is now so ruthlessly effi 
cient at squeezing contributions from state em- 
ployes that the party’s own candidate for senator 
has publicly (and futilely) demanded that it 
cease and desist. But nearly everywhere else in 
the country, especially at state levels, the Re- 
publican organizations are every bit as good as 
the Democratic. 

Nationally the Republican organization is 
emphatically superior to the Democrats’. Re- 

uublicans assert that Leonard W. Hall is the 

st national chairman the party has had in 
all its 100 years. Republican skill has made 
Nixon’s campaign trips smooth, on time and 
hyperefficient—in contrast to those of Estes 
Kefauver, which are sometimes a politician’s 
nightmare. 

‘The paradox of Ike leading while his party is 
trailing can be explained only by contrasting 
the two separate campaigns: Ike vs, Adlai, and 
the Republican party vs. the Democratic party. 

The explanation for the party’s troubles 
most often advanced by Republicans is or- 
ganized labor's strong role in politics. Eight 
years ago the Michigan C.I.0. formally en- 
tered the state’s Democratic party. The U.A.W. 
is now the backbone of the revitalized state 
organization. 

Republican leaders shudder at the thought of 
this pattern becoming nationwide. “There are 
160,000 precincts in the country and about 
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73,000 union locals,”* a Republican tactician 
told me. “If you could ever get these locals 
working for you, you'd have a built-in, coun- 
trywide precinct organization.” 

‘Copying the U.A.W. Michigan technique, 
textile workers helped Maine re-elect Gover- 
nor Edmund Muskie by the biggest vote in 
state history and were chiefly responsible for 
electing the state’s first democratic con- 
gressman since 1934. (Lewiston, with 4,000 
textile workers, increased its Democratic 
vote by 3,300 over 1954 while the Republi- 
can vote held steady.) For the first time in 
modern polities Democrats in Oregon now 
clearly out-register Republicans, thanks prin- 
cipally to the work of union members. 

But some C.I.0. and A.P.L. organizations 
are working at cross-purposes: the Ohio 
A.F.L., for example, is working for Senator 
George H. Bender, and the Michigan team- 
sters are backing Albert Cobo for governor. 
A prominent Republican candidate secretly 
counts as his second greatest blessing (Ike is 
number one) that Adlai Stevenson has not 
identified himself as the 100% candidate of 
organized labor. “If Adlai went all out for 
the labor vote and promised them anything 
and everything they wanted,” he told me, 
“the election could turn into a horse race.” 

This same Republican’s own diagnosis of 
his party’s problem is that “the Democrats 
organize from the bottom up, we organize 
from the top down.” This is another way of 
saying that it’s fine if the candidates make 
their schedules on time and if the TV shows 
are technically perfect, but that what really 
counts in an election is getting out the 
votes at the precinct level. Especially in the 
big cities, Democratic precinct workers are 
superior at getting their voters registered and 
to the polls, at pushing doorbells and ar- 
ranging meetings, at stirring up partisan en- 
thusiasm, doing minor political favors and 
tending to the day-by-day business of pol- 
ities at the basic faye. 

One reason for this is that in most of the 
cities the Democrats control the local pa- 
tronage. The second, more elemental, rea- 
son is the fact that the Democratic party is 
still the majority party in the U.S. Four 
years of peace, progress, prosperity and 

lisenhower—have helped the Republicans 
combat this. But four years have not been 
enough. Only a fraction of the American 
voters consider themselves Republicans; the 
instincts of the majority are still Democratic. 

Pollsters quibble over the size of that Re- 
publican minority, but all agree it is a minor- 
ity. The latest estimate is that if all adult 
Americans were called on to register by party, 
only 39 million would say “Republican.” 
‘The Democratic party would get 51.7 million 
(7.8 million would be undecided).

The country’s basic Democratic instincts 
grow out of the long years of Democratic 
rule—through a depression, a war, a post- 
war boom, and accompanying economic and 
social revolutions. All this time the Demo- 
cratic party was setting the political pace, 
sometimes a breathless one and sometimes a 
ludicrous running-in-place, but the pace 
nevertheless. A quarter of a century later 
the political imprint is still indelible. Not 
even what looked like a political revolution 
four years ago has smudged it seriously. 

This instinctive Democratic-mindedness 
continues to show up all over the U.S. In 
Michigan, sidewalk interviews produce two 

hrases: “I’m for Eisenhower” or “I’m a 

jemocrat.”” Few persons say they are voting 
“Republican.” John McFall, who is running 
neck-and-neck against the Republican con- 
gressman in California’s 11th district (Stock- 
ton), happily confides that he has met “more 
damn Democrats around than I ever knew 
existed.” In that state’s 6th district I see 
that the Republican candidate, John Bald- 
win, scrupulously omits any reference to his 
party label in his literature and billboards. 
After their temporary Eisenhower apostasy, 
southern voters are instinctively returning 
to the Democratic party. A top Republican 
concedes that Eiveniiower will probably carry 
only one southern state, Florida. (In the last 
week, however, other Republicans have come 
to think that Ike has some chance in Texas.) 

‘The fact that there is a fundamental Dem- 
ocratic instinct in the U.S. underlies the 
planning of Stevenson’s campaign. While 
the Republicans flock behind Eisenhower,

state votes for President, figures inside states show

Stevenson’s strategists have been working 
on the principle they call “operation reverse 
coattails.” The main targets have been the 
big cities of the north, Democratic citadels 
since the time of Al Smith. And just as Re- 
pease try to identify themselves with 
ke, Adlai has tried to identify Eisenhower 
with the Republicans. 

Every preconvention poll I have seen 
shows that there was no Republican who 
would strengthen the national ticket as can- 
didate for Vice President; the problem was 
which Republican would weaken it least. 
T have campaigned 12,000 miles with Rich- 
ard Nixon; it didn’t take long to see that 
his pitch this year is frankly designed to 
remove Republican taints from himself and 
the rest of the ticket. In a typical speech at 
Springfield, Ill., he used the word “‘Eisen- 
hower” 10 times, the word “Republican” 
once. 

The Democratic campaigners have reiter- 
ated the theme of previous elections, a theme 
which has had something to do with the un- 
popularity of theword Republican:theG.O.P. 
is the rich man’s party. Some Republicans 
have privately admitted that the tag has 
hurt. Bemocrats call it “the General Motors 
issue,” and the standard ending to Steven- 
son’s whistle-stop speeches is: “It’s time to 
take the government away from General Mo- 
tors and give it back to Joe Smith.” 

Justified or not, the Democrats’ charge 
that the Republican party is overly sympa- 
thetic to big business has caught on with 
many of the voters. It crops up at every level, 
in every part of the country. “Ike has too 
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win, he will be fairly sure of having a Republican-run Senate and Republican

The political change in Eisenhower is one of his party’s biggest 
assets. There are other Republican assets on the political horizon. 
If they turn out to be not yet strong enough to win this election, 
at least they hold the promise of affecting successive elections. 

Most significant is the swing to Republicanism by young voters. 
‘Twenty years ago less than a third of the 21-to-29-year-olds voted 
Republican. This year for the first time, 
if public opinion polls are right, a ma- 
jority of young voters will vote Repub- 

ican. One sampling even indicates that 
Tke’s margin among them will be almost 
2 to 1. Counting 18-year-olds in Ken- 
tucky and Georgia, where they can vote, 
there are 7.5 million new potential vot- 
ers this year. 

Campaign crowds bear out the youth- 
ful swing to Republicans, At Peoria, Ill.

Republican areas. “It takes two years to convert ’em,” a Republi- 
can leader of a New York suburb told me, explaining how city 
Democrats change political habits after moving to his area. “Our 
best campaign document is a mortgage. Buy a house and vote Re- 
publican.” Home ownership brings an awareness of tax rates, in- 
flation, balanced budgets and “sound” dollars, and professional 
politicians report that it has a political effect on even the most 
instinctive Democrats.
